Pasadena people want not merely 
one highway across the Sierra Madra 
range by way of the Arroyo Seco, but 
several highways, and will help boost 
for them, according to the Pasadena 
Star. Speaking of the Sierra Madre 
project for a highway following the 
general line of the Sturtevant Trail, 
and other similar plans, the Star ex¬ 
presses the following opinions; 

’ Boost for the Arroyo Seco moun¬ 
tain rod’ will be one of the Pasadena 
slogans for 1915. Neighboring cities 
also will be working for mountain 
roads but, as indicated in the Star 
yesterday, not all of them will be giv¬ 
ing first attention to the great scenic 
thoroughfare which it is proposed 
should start from here. 

"in the matter of mountain roads 
the policy of this section may be stat¬ 
ed In one sentence—'the more the 
better’ The benefits are sure to. be 
great. While advocating the local road 
it is well to pay attention also to the 
other plana now being put forward. 
The Sierra Madre project, for instance. 
The proposal there Is to build a high¬ 
way suitable for wagon and autn 
traffic, from the foothill city by way 
of the Sturdevant trail and Pine B'lat* 
as a link In the state highway con¬ 
necting Los Angeles and .San Francis¬ 
co via Bakersfield instead of by way 
of Newhall and the Tejon pass. 

■‘In presenting the matter to the at¬ 
tention of the Sierra Madre board of 
trustees the other day, George B. 
Morgridge, editor of the Sierra Madre 
News, stated that there would be but 
one stream to be crossed requiring 
a bridge of any con.sequence. 

"While naturally it is not believed 
here that such a road would be as ad¬ 
vantageous as tbe one contemplated 
from Pasadena, yet as President T. 
P. Lukens of the board of trade ex¬ 
pressed it, ’We want many roads 
across the mountains,’ and after the 
Arroyo Seco road is built it might be 
good policy to construct both the road 
from Sierra Madre and the proposed 
rtpad from .Azusa through the moun¬ 
tains.” 

Offers Some. Advantages 

President Lukens of the Pasadena 
Board of Trade discussed the moun¬ 
tain highway proposition recently with 
particular reference to Pasadena's 
pet scheme. .All that he says In favor 
of the Arroyo Seco routs applies with 
equal force to the Sierra Madre-Santa 
•Anita-Pine Flats route. He said in 
part: 

"We want many roads across the 
mountains. Our .Arroyo Seco road has 
points ahead of every other proposi¬ 
tion. It covers part of four water¬ 
sheds, so will be particularly valua¬ 
ble in protecting against fire. Then 
It is a thoroughly practical trunk road 
between the southeastern part of Cali¬ 
fornia and the northwestern and also 
the leading goldfields of Nevada. 

“It is also a very practical route to 
I-ake Tahoe. It will save from 175 to 
200 miles for people living In Los An¬ 
geles or east of Los .Angeles, It saves 
as many miles in going to the gold¬ 
fields of Nevada. This is a tremen¬ 
dous saving, 

■'.As a measure for fire protection 
I It Is hard to estimate its value. Men,

A FEW dimes well sjieiit in stock¬ 
ing up your “siiot shelf” will 
save a good many dollars in 
the course of a year, for 
spots unremoved will bring destruction 
-to clothes or pots and pans or fur 
nlture, as the case may be. Like at¬ 
tracts like in the world of dust and 
dirt. Moths swarm to soileil parts of 
clothing. Rust left unremoved rapidly 
eats Its way through metal. A grease 
spot on the wall iiaper attracts dust 
Soon It Is too lute to rejialr what was 
at first a trifling damage. If a “spot 
shelf is always well stocked there Is 
no excuse for the long delay that is 
sometimes otherwise unavoidable. 

I’owdered pumice stone should al¬ 
ways be on hand, in a small wooden 
or tin box or even in a Ijottle. Many 
things that are usually kept in boxes 
can be kept In bottles, which are more 
durable, cleaner and take up less room 
rumlce stone is the best thing for re¬ 
moving spots from marble. 

Vinegar should always be accessible, 
and a small bottle of it on the spot 
shelf is a good idea. Mix it with silver 
p<j|ish to remove deep seated tarnish 
from metal. Use it to get glue spots 
off from wood and furniture. 

Borax, of course. Is indispensable. A 
solution of borax Is a very good thing 
for cleaning the wash basins and bath 
tubs. Soiled neckwear should be soak 
ed in water to which borax has been 
added. It Is also good for cleaning 
brushes. Ammonia can be used in 
many cases In place of borax, but it Is 
harder on the bands, usually, than 
borax. 

Salts of lemon Is efficacious In remov¬ 
ing rust spots. The spots should be 
moistened and then covere<l with the 
salts and exposed to the sunlight 
(Jasollne and naphtha are the easiest 
cleansing agents to use on fabrics of all 
kinds. Hut they should never be kept 
In the house in large quantities, as they 
are extremely dangerous. It is safer 
not to keep any amount of them in the 
house. It is often [lossible, if you live 
in the country, to keep n large corked 
bottle of ga.sollne in some sheltered 
[ilace out of doors. If you live In the 
city the nearest drug store must l)e re- 
llisl on to supply your want in small 
quantities. 

Powdered French chalk should be 
used to remove grease spots from fill 
sorts of surfaces—wall i)n|)er. clothes 
niu. Kirpets. It Is not always success¬ 
ful In one n|>pllcation, but should t>e 
brushed off and re{)lenished until the 
spot has disappeared.

FOOD VALUES, 


How to Get the Beet Results by Bal¬ 
ancing One’e Diet. 

“Haiii and eggs, a glass of milk, a 
plwe of custard pie with cheese,” This 
order goes forth not only once, but 
hundreds of times dally In our restau 
rants from huslness men. 

In tlie tea rooms another order goes 
forth freiiuently. “I'll have some waf- 
lies and honey, a cu|) of chocolate and 
a h’rench pastry." 

These meals are all wrong, and n 
further glance at them will show why. 
Here we have the business man order 
liig eggs, meat. milk, custard and 
cbei'st*—the five most important foods 
of the same class—protein. In other 
words, he is taking the same kind of 
fooil In five different forms, and his 
meal therefore Is really only one kind 
of food taken ad llliitum. His wife in 
the tea room eats wattles, sirup, choco¬ 
late and [lastry. .Vgain four different 
forms of the same kliitl of food, st) that 
tier meal Is all starch, sugar and fat. 

Now. no meals so one sided can be 
liealthful. .\ hasty glance would per 
haps lead us to believe that the man's 
lundi was more wholesome than the 
woman's, but both are dietetically bad. 

The Ideal meal Is comiiosisl of four 
different elements—the itroteld or mus 
cle forming, the sugar, starch or fat 
forming, the fat or heat forming and 
the mineral elements which add tlavor. 
refreshment and tonic (|ualltles. The 
“balanced" meal must have some of 
each of the four qualities reiireseiited 
In the foods which compose it. In this 
way all the lua-ds of the body are sui> 
plied by every meal, and no one nee<l 
Is oversuiiplled. 

If we had taken the eggs from the 
first luncli and added them to the waf¬ 
fles of the second, and put In a vegeta¬ 
ble or fruit salad we would have had 
a nearly perfect meal. From the eggs 
there are protein, the waffles give 
starch and fat. and the vegetable or 
fruit would give the necessary watery 
and fliivorful qualities to make the 
meal satisfying, energy producing and 
refreshing. 

It Is exceedingly simple to |)lau home 
meals or to ihoose meals from a bill 
of fare after the balanced i)lan. Se 
loct one fo(Hl from each of the four 
grr>u|)8 or such combinations that will 
give the four different food iiunlities 
Here are some wrong comhlnatlons: 

Eggs. moat, cheese, milk (too much 
protclni. rice, spaghetti, bread (too 
much starch), fried (lotatoes. dough 
nuts, croquettes (too much starch and 
fat), wattles, clus'olate. cake, [lastry 
(tiHi inucli sugar and fat), vegetable 
salad, baked apple, vegetatde soiq) (too 
iiincb water and mtnorah. 

Hero are the same foods In correct 
combination: Vegetaldc soup. eggs, 
(•astry; meat, vegetalile salad. <lough 
nuts; chiH'se. rice, cuke; milk, spa- 
gtiettl. bnktHl apple. 


MJIORS IN WARFARE. 


A FLASH OF LIGHTNING, 


Land Fleets of European Nations ths 
Development of Years. 

The iiioiorizing of the military mn 
chinery of the great powers has been a 
development of years, not of a day or 
uu e.xperlinenlal expedient of the nio- 
iiient. It lias been as grim and serious 
iu some plm-es ns the great fight that 
lias bei'ii wagi'd between the projistlle 
1111(1 the armor plate, for just as the 
liresent kinds of projectiles and armor 
plates are the results of a pns-ess of 
evolution, of s(-l<‘cli\f eliiiiiiiatlon. so 
likewise., the motorized land Hetds of 
the war deiiartnienls of France. Oer- 
many. Ilngland. Russia and Austria 
are the results of some years of exact¬ 
ing. seleiitillc tests in long drawn tna- 
in'UV(“rs, with the n'ward of generous 
subsidies as the stimulant to the in¬ 
ventor, mannfaeliirer and private own¬ 
er. Motorizing their armies has been 
In a large degree Just as iniporlant a 
part of the terrllile preparations which 
tln‘S(> great powers have made for the 
present eonlllet as the making of how¬ 
itzers and super Dreadnoughts. It is a 
part of the two and a h.ilf hllllons 
whleli lht‘y liavt- saddled on their sub¬ 
jects each year for ten years ns a trlb 
ute to Mars. 

Slaiiy factors have tended to bring 
nlsnit tin* motorizing of European war 
machinery In practically «*ver.v depart 
ineiit of their armh's. 

The cost of inaiiilalnin't In idh'iiess 
thousands of hors(>s and innies for 
'il«iiy s»*rvlet‘ In densely |io|iulnted 
counfrjj'H ns urn fhese. wliere f.'ie agri- 
cult uralHcreage Is Inten.sely cultlvat»>d 
to produce human food. Is c'coliomlcal 
ly iirohiliitive. .\galn. hoth fb'ruinny 
and France have the finest permanent 
naids In Eiirotn*. and conditions for the 
liracfleal utilization of motor trucks 
are more favorable than in any other 
countries in the world. Hut the pre¬ 
mier reason for motorizing has lK*en 
the grentt*r moliillty of the self |iro- 
I>ell(*d vehicle, a realization that the 
victorious army will be tin* one sup¬ 
plied with the most modern transpor¬ 
tation units. Engineering Magazine. 


Enormous Force Required to Break 
Down Air Pressure. 

Charles P. 8teinni(‘tz. the electrical 
genius, once took a pad and pencil and 
figured out the hors(>power of a light¬ 
ning flash. This In Itself Is no small 
task, hut It Is as nothing to this elp<'- 
trleal wizard, who Is rated as tlie fore¬ 
most mathematlehiii In the world. 
Once upon u time Steliimetz was In 
camp, and his active mind hegiiii work¬ 
ing on an Imiiortaiit problem whicli 
calliKl for a table of logaiitlims. The 
iit'aresl l(*xtbook was many mill's a way. 
hut Htelnrnetz did not worry. He sat 
down and made a new tahle, llgnring it 
out himself with no apparent great ef¬ 
fort. 

The iinimint of light given by a sin¬ 
gle lightning flash Is siiltieieiit to illu¬ 
minate an area two miles square with 
uu average lllnniiiiiitioii of one eaiidle. 
To priKluee such an illiimimition. fig¬ 
ured Steinmetz. would require the ex¬ 
penditure of lU.lkK) horsepower for ora* 
second. These figures are large, hut 
tile time Is very shorl 

Lightning flashes iisiially occur with¬ 
in thundercloiKls. explained Steinmetz, 
and only ran'ly come from the clouiLs 
to the ground. They seem to follow 
the rapid coiiclensatlon of vapor in the 
air. It requires nearly 75,0(KI volts of 
eliH'trlclty to break down one Incli of 
air s|iaci>, or a niilllon volts per foot. 
Even if the clouds are only h thousand 
feet above the grmiiKl. It will take 
more than a thousand niilllon volts to 
break down the ulc resistance ahead of 
the thunderlmlt. It'is Thisvenorinoiitf 
voltage, or electrical pressure, viilcl^ 
makes the Hglitiiiiig flash so destruc¬ 
tive

How to Use Test Tubes For Flower 
Holders. 

One of the useful ideas gleani-d re¬ 
cently from the study of n Iieatitiftilly 
arranged florist's window was the I'oe- 
atblllties of test tubes us flower hold¬ 
ers. These were placetl at each side 
of the handle of a basket of flowers 
and were tied In place with many 
gauze ribbon and almost 
the 

The rlbbo^^'as the palest blue and In 
each test tube were a single full blown 
pink rose and a few bud.s. 

The depth of the water allowed by 
these test tubes makes It po.ssible to 
keep flowers In them fresh for a long 
tlino. while the effwt Is the same ns 
though the loose flowers were held by 
the ribbons. Short test tubes cau Ih* 
used 111 candlesticks with goml re.sults 
provided the sm-ket for the candle Is 
deep enough to hold the tulie flrinly in 
place. 

For a table dei'oratlon four glass 
candlesticks, each with n te.st tube 
bolding one or two long stemmed hlos 
soins. the space Ix'tween the candle 
sticks festooned with gauze ribbon 
harmouizlng with the general color 
scheme, make one of the prettiest of 
arrangements at the minimum cost 
and trouble. This Idea was borrowed 
fn>in a florist's window and It never 
fails to be commented on by guests 
who see It for the first time. 

Incidentally these glass test tubes are 
cheap, costing anywhere from 1 cent to 
6 cents apiece, aiH-onllng to their size. 
The curving rlin inaki*s It possible to 
hang them almost anywhere hy means 
of a heavy thread, and when a plant 
has ceased blooming It Is an easy mat¬ 
ter to Introduce detached hlossonis lu 
these glass tubes, thus (irolonglng the 
beauty of the plant.

MAKING A CHIMNEY DRAW, 


Faulty Draft May Be Correctad by Uee 
of Stovepipe. 

It Is almost Impossible nt times to 
get a gotal draff In a chimney having 
a stpiare or reelangiilar hole. The 
smoko and burnt'd gases pass up In a 
circular form, and a down i>ull Is crent- 
e<l In the corners, and It takes a large 
fire to make nn upward draft for the 
entire area. 

To renualy this faulty ooiidltion ob¬ 
tain n number of (xunmon stovepipes 
of a size sulllclent to carry the gases 
from the stove or furnace nial. after 
Jointing them up. Introduce them into 
the chimney and connect the lower end 
to the smoke pipe leading from the 
store or furnace. There will then he a 
circular opening Inside of the chimney, 
out of sight and safe from risk of lire, 
which will give a hotter draft than lie- 
fore. It Is not difflciilt to make the con¬ 
nection. 

For a similar conm>etlon to a grate 
It would he tuH'i'ssary to have a fun¬ 
nel-like piei’e to lit Into flu* chimney 
Just above flu* fireplace. The opening 
In the to|) of this iiiust he circular and 
Ut,!'******'.'" ‘*H' sto\epli>(*.

Suggestions For Overcoming the Diffi¬ 
culties of Starting. 

Witli regard to multiple disk clutches 
runiihig ill oil. it will usually he found 
ditiicult when .starting from cold In the 
luuriiiiig to engage u gear unless the 
clutch is held out an aliiiormally long 
time, says the Autoiuohlle Dealer and 
UelHill'er. .A quick way is to press out 
tile clutch and at the same time race 
tile engine once or twice quickly. This 
will geucrally throw off the congealed 
oil and permit tlie clutcli shaft to stop. 

On tlio [lattern that runs dry (with no 
lubricaiiti. with steel and bronze al¬ 
ternate plates, occusloiially tlie plates 
refuse to separate, and the clutch will 
not stop spinning when the pedal is 
pressed' out. The remedy is to prop 
tlie clutch out of action, squirt kero¬ 
sene between the plates, run the engine 
to throw off surplus kerosene, with 
clutch still disengaged, then wash out 
with gasoline, kerosene having n tend¬ 
ency to rnst steel. As soon ns the 
clutch tiecoiiies dirty it will refuse to 
stop; hence the noise when engaging 
the gears.

Soldering Aluminium. 

When holes appear In aluminium 
utensils it is not necessary to discard 
the dishes as no longer useful, for by 
a simple method they can be made to 
take solder, insert a brass or copper 
rivet In the hole, fliitten both ends and 
then solder over both the Inside and 
the outside surfaces in the usual man¬ 
ner. If you wish to solder a piece to 
a sound part of the utensil use a sharp 
awl to punch lioles for bolding spots of 
copper or brass, if the aluminium is 
very thick cut the holes with a small 
drill held In a carpenter's bit brace.
